Ray Kelso, the 
twenty-year-old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Charles Kelso of

case of smallpox. The young man has 
been ill for the past seven days and 
the attending physician, Dr. M etcalf 
w as a t a loss as to his ailment. 
Dr. 
Frank Green, county health officer, 
was sent for, but lie was not in tho 
city. 
Dr. Sipe was called ¿ 1 con­ 
sultation with Dr. M etcalf and today 
they pronounced it smallpox. 
The Kelso home has been placed in 
quarantine and an effort i> 
being 
made to secure a nurse for him. 
The 
neighborhood i* in a high state of 
excitement as many have been ex­ 
posed. 
The doctors have ordered 
that everyone that was exposed be 
vaccinated and they are preparing to 
vaccinate at least fifty people. 
Young Kelso is not thought to be 
in a serious condition, but the most 
fea r expressed i* that the disease 
will spread and an epidemic start. 
Symptoms of the disease are show­ 
ing up on his skin and he is badly 
broken out. 
Mr. and Mrs. Kelso are 
at a los> to know where their son 
contracted the disease as he lias not 
been away from home for several 
weeks with the exception*of one trip 
to this city. 
As there have been no 
eases in this city it is* thought he 
could not possibly have contracted it 
here. 
This is the first case of smallpox 
reported in Rush' county since the 
epidemic during the holidays of a 
few years ago and then it was con­ 
fined to this city and mostly among 
the colored population. 
The health 
officers will try every known method 
I to prevent a spread of the disease 
and the Kelso home will be guarded 
closely with this end in view.
